J u s t as classe s began 
today, Thomas I. Atkins, 
p resid en t of the Boston 
chapter of the NAACP, who 
urged black parents not to 
send their ch ild ren into 
South Boston, said he will go 
into U.S. D istrict Court 


today to ask that federal 
marshals 
be 
provided 
to 
escort black students in and 
out of the area. 
“I don’t want our kids used 
as cannon fodder,” Atkins 
said. 
E ight black y o u n g sters 
suffered 
m inor 
in ju ries 
Thursday w'hen the buses 
they were riding home from 
South Boston High and the 
Gavm school were stoned by 
groups of whites. 
A

monitor also was injured. All 
received outpatient hospial 
treatment. 


Today, only two white chil­ 
dren were aboard the first 
bus that arrived at Roxbury 
High School.

A firefighting team of % men 
abandoned

luxury 
liner 
Cunard 
Ambassador in the Florida 
Straits Thursday night when 
the 486-foot vessel threat­ 
ened to capsize. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said it was too dangerous for 
the 53 crewmen and 43 Coast 
Guardsmen to remain on the 
vessel in darkness after the 
sh ip ’s em ergency power 
supply failed. 
The 
ship 
also 
had 
developed a seven-degree 
list to its port side, bringing 
fears it might go under. 
There were no passengers 
aboard the liner when the 
blaze broke out at 7:15 a m. 
Thursday while en route 
from the port of Miami to 
begin cruise service to 
Mexico from New Orleans. 
It carried a total of 309 
crew m em bers and e n ­ 
tertainers. 
Less than an hour after til 
blaze broke out in the engine 
room of the ship as a reult of 
a ruptured fuel line, Capt. 
Robert 
Howard 
of 
Yorkshire, England, ordered 
256 of the all British crew 
and entertainers to abandon 
ship in nine lifeboats. 


They were picked up at 
10:30 a.m. by the U.S. naval 
tanker Tallulah, which took 
them to Port Everglades at 
Fort Lauderdale. 


Upon 
reaching 
Fort 
Lauderdale, crewmembers 
Malcom 
Hayes and John 
Smith, both of Southampton, 
England, said the ship was 
abandoned 
in 
orderly 
fashion in about a half-hour. 


Hayes said although a few 
people were momentarily 
trapped below decks by au­ 
tomatically closing doors, a 
few minutes work with crow 
bars freed them. 
“ We d idn’t 
have 
any 
trouble at all,” Hayes said. 
“The water was calm, the 
life boats stayed together, 
nobody got hurt.” 
Patty Sandquist, a 32-year- 
old blackjack dealer, agreed 
that the abandonment was 
carried off quickly and 
safely. 
“ Almost everybody was 
asleep when it first started, 
but the crew was very calm 
and we were all in the 
lifeboats very quickly,” she 
said. 
“The ones who 
stayed 
behind deserve the credit,” 
Smith said.

Tax Breaks 


Win Approval 


On Thursday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Major new breaks on capital 
gains taxes for Americans 
with long-term investments 
and on the sale of homes won 
approval of the powerful 
House Ways and Means 
Committee Thursday. 
The committee now 
is 
undertaking final revision of 
the measure after turning 
back all efforts to weaken or 
strengthen decisions it made 
in its original tax revision 
legislation. 
Under 
the 
com m ittee 
action, no capital gains tax 
w hatsoever 
would 
be 
charged on sale of homes 
after a family resides in it 
for at least five of the past 
eight years, if the selling 
price were $35,000 or less. 
The 
com m ittee 
also 
decided to increase from six 
months to one year the time 
an asset such as stocks or 
property must be held before 
it can get capital gains tax 
treatment.

VIENNA (UPI) - The 
world’s major oil exporting 
nations agreed today to 
freeze the price of crude oil 
at the current $11.65 a barrel 
and increase royalties paid 
by oil companies to producer 
g o v e rn m e n ts, 
Ja m sh id 
Am ouzegar, Ira n ’s chief 
delegate to the Vienna oil 
price talks, said. 
“We have agreed to act as 
we did in Quito,” Amouzegar 
told newsmen after three 
hours of talks among the 12 
m em ber nations of 
the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 
In Quito, Ecuador, in June, 
OPEC ministers froze the 
basic price of crude oil but 


increased royalties from 12.5 
to 14.5 per cent. 
Amouzegar 
said 
the 
amount of the new royalty 
increase had not yet been 
decided. 
The ministers were due to 
resume talks later in the 
day. 
Amouzegar said the oil 
im porting 
governm ents 
should make sure that the 
new increases w ere not 
passed on by the oil com­ 
panies to the consumer. 
Western economists have 
warned of a possible new 
round 
of 
gasoline 
and 
heating oil hikes this winter 
if the petroleum-producing 
nations went ahead with 
plans to increase profits.

C im arron school su p e rin ­ 
tendent Joe Pompeto says 
the 
n o rtheastern 
New 
Mexico

during the energy crunch. 
“Very rarely do you find 
anything that was as well 
acceped as this,” Pompeo 
said. “That is not to say 
there was some opposition, 
but it w'as primarily from 
people 
who 
didn’t 
like 
breaking tradition.” 
The school district im ­ 
plem ented the shortened 
school week primarily to cut 
fuel costs during w inter 
m onths, 
Pompeo 
said. 
However, he said the district 
and citizens realized 
ad­ 
ditional benefits. 
He said parents w ere 
pleased with the opportunity 
to be with their children an 
extra day. He said some 


students were able to obtain 
jobs on 
Mondays 
when 
school w asn’t held. 
Pompeo also said that a 
lost school day because of 
inclem ent w eather could 
easily be made up during the 
week. 
The school district was 
able to shorten its school 
week by adding 50 minutes of 
classroom time to every 
other school day during the 
week. 
A spokesman for the State 
Department of Education, 
Ted Sanders, said a survey 
found th at the four-day 
school 
week was being 
used in only one other school 
district in the nation, Unity, 
Maine. He said there was 
widespread support of the 
shorter school week there 
also.

Time For Shopper Concern 


We Should Not Tolerate Intolerables

NEW YORK (UPI) — It’s 
time we shoppers did more 
finger wagging. As prices go 
up, quality and service in so 
many cases go down that 
w e’re tolerating the in ­ 
tolerables. 
I’m not advocating furious 
reaction to the frustrations 
meeting us as we spend for 
food and clothing. I am 
advocating that we stand 
more firmly than ever for 
our demands for quality 
merchandise and service at 
a time when the dollar must 
stretch further than ever. 
My wager is, the depart­ 
m ent stores and su p er­ 
m arkets which provide both 
are cem enting custom er 
relationships that will last 
years after the cu rren t 
economic crisis is ended. 
But one departm ent store 
lost 
the goodwill 
of 
a 
customer when she bought 
an upright vacuum cleaner 
after 
seeing 
a 
floor 
demonstration model. 
It was delivered—in 
a 
huge 
box 
for 
her 
to 
assemble. She refused to 
tackle the task and didn’t 
back 
down 
when 
told, 
“Lady, you could put it 
together in three seconds.’’ 
The store assembled the 
sweeper. 
“I learned not to accept 
big boxes after I purchased a 
foreign made bicycle with 
instructions for assembling 
in Germ an,” she said. “ I had 
to pay my garagem an, who 
speaks the language, to put 
the bike together.” 
Each of us has pet peeves. 


Put them together and 
maybe retailers will act. I’ve 
walked out of many a store 
because of clerks who stand 
in a corner gabbing while I 
wait for service. 
Then there are the slow 
clerks—the 
snails—who 
waste the time of busy 
women shoppers. Others 
disappear 
into 
the 
stockroom and never sur­ 
face. Or, there are the sales 
people who don’t have your 
size and don’t know when 
they’ll get it in. Add in the 
impolite or snob clerks. 
I complain about trying to 
place a phone order from an 
advertisem ent or catalog 
and getting constantly told, 
“ Hold 
on 
p lease’’ 
(sometimes 15 minutes) or 
getting a disconnect. Vexing 
too are the sales slips you 
can’t read —except for the 
amount of the purchase. 


I’ve ceased shopping at 
those 
stores 
which 
have 
chopped their once spacious 
floors into boutiques. You 
can go to as many as five 
departments, for instance, 
just looking for a blouse. 
R eaders 
w rite 
their 
gripes. And periodically, the 
m arket 
research 
firm , 
National 
Family 
Opinion, 
Inc., 
of 
Toledo, 
Ohio, 
compiles its own “Why don’t 
they?” list from its 150,000 
p a rt-tim e 
h o m e m a k e r 
panelists. 
Mrs. John Reynolds Chap­ 
man, of Downey, Calif., won­ 
ders why superm arkets and 
others don’t provide a bench 
or 
some 
ch airs 
for 
custom ers. Some senior 
citizen shoppers need to take 
a break. 
And why, she asks, don’t 
markets have an intercom 
system so that customers in 


various parts of a store can 
pick up and ask instead of 
having to go “clear up to the 
front from the back to ask 
where to locate a certain 
item...there is very seldom a 
clerk available to ask.” 
From the market research 
list come these suggestions. 
Why don’t they? 
—Put paper towels for 
customer use close to the 
m eat sections of super­ 
markets. After selecting the 
meats “my hands are wet 
and sticky,” said one. 
—Sew buttons on gar­ 
ments to stay. 
—Pack one-half of whole 
wheat (or other) and one- 
half white bread in one loaf? 
—Make a 
transparent 
mascara container so the 
user can see when the supply 
is about gone. 
—Make pocket linings in 
men’s clothes stronger.

President Ford is touching 
all bases to become the 
President of all the people — 
and so far he is on the right 
track with the w om en’s 
libbers. 
T here 
are 
recu rrin g 
reports that Ford may ap­ 
point Rep. Martha Griffiths, 
D-Mich., 
— 
the 
congressional leader in the 
passage of the equal rights 
amendment —to the post of 
secretary of the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
Mrs. Griffiths is retiring 
from Congress and while she 
has not been offered the job, 
says it would be an “honor” 
to be named. 
Ford will be killing a lot of 
birds with one stone if he 
does name her. She’s 
a 
D em ocrat 
which 
would 
indicate political 
latitude. 
She would be the first 
woman named to the Cabinet 
since the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. She’s a fighter 
for women’s rights which 
would 
sit 
well 
with 
the 
fem inists struggling 
for 
equality. 
Ford’s curtain raiser on 
giving a break to women 
came last week when he 
issued 
a 
proclam ation 
celebrating passage of ERA. 
He lined 
up 
all 
of 
the 
congressw om en 
in 
the 
Cabinet room as he signed 
the proclamation, and the 
atmosphere was filled with 
good feeling. 
As if it was the milenium. 
Vice P resident-designate 
Nelson Rockefeller com ­ 
mented at this first news 


conference 
after 
his 
nomination that it was a new 
ballgame: “Bella Abzug at 
the White House, smiling,” 
he remarked, was something 
to seen. 
That is the way Ford is 
going about it, and he is 
making other approaches to 
show that he is intent in 
bringing more women into 
the 
top 
policy 
m aking 
positions in government. 
He met last week with 
some 30 top women ap­ 
pointees and 
scheduled a similar get ac­ 
quainted meeting this week. 
He also has directed his 
talent scout, former Penn­ 
sylvania 
Gov. 
William 
Scranton, to be on the 
lookout for qualified women 
to play important roles in his 
administration. 
Ford also has spotlighted 
his own wife as part of the 
new campaign to elevate 
women 
in 
the 
natio n ’s 
decision-making. When he 
told Rockefeller that he was 
his choice for the No. 2 spot, 
Ford’s wife, Betty, was by 
his side in the hideaway offe 
oval office. He also invited 


her to participate in his two 
meetings with the women 
appointm ents 
and 
the 
g a t h e r i n g 
w i t h 
congresswomen. 
She appears to be very 
aw are 
of the role 
the 
President wants her to play 
and with her own decision to 
hold news conferences, Mrs. 
Ford will be adding a new 
dimension to the position of 
first lady. She is bound to be 
asked for her views on the 
women’s rights movement, 
and she has not hesitated to 
favor equal pay for equal 
work and all the other areas 
w here 
d isp arities 
have 
occurred. 
In some ways, Ford is a 
johnny-come-lately 
to 
the 
women’s rights issue. In the 
past he has voted against 
ERA, but changed his mind 
in 1970. He voted against the 
child development act en­ 
forcement powers for the 
Equal 
em ploym ent 
op­ 
portunity commission, and 
colleges and universities. 
But all is forgiven, as far 
as 
women 
lead ers 
are 
concerned, if he now takes 
up the cudgels in their cause.

DEAR POLLY - My Pet Peeve is with the lack of old­ 
fashioned ROUGH bath towels in the stores.

DEAR POLLY — Mrs.J.D.W. who wants to make a round 
floor-length table cover should first measure from floor to 
table top, across diameter of the table and down to the floor 
on the other side.

Use one width of material centered 
on the table and then add the necessary widths at each side 
to make the square. 
Fold in half lengthwise and then in half crosswise so fabric 
is four layers thick.

on the floor and thumbtack one end of string on double cor­ 
ner told. Tie pencil to other end of string making string the 
ength of the folded edge. Draw an arc. Cut through all 
layers on pencil line and have a circle the desired size that is 
ready for hemming. — VELMA. 
DEAR POLLY — and Mrs.J.D.W. — When making a circu­ 
lar floor length skirt for a table, use a skirt hemmer for 
marking the length and cut with pinking shears so it can be 
cut without hemming. - DOTTY. 
DEAR GIRLS — Do remember when such a skirt is to be 
hemmed. Allowance for the hem must be made before cut­ 
ting. A very narrow hem will lay flatter. I suggest using 
pinking shears to make a finished edge only when such a 
skirt is of felt or of a plasticized fabric. Hemming by hand 
makes a better looking cloth. 
Also do be sure when piecing fabric at the sides that all 
pieces are cut on the straight of the material - never try 
sewing a bias cut piece to the straight edges of the larger 
piece of fabric. To cut I like to put the square of cloth on the 
table, being sure it is very straight. Then I sit on the floor to 
cut to the correct length or put a small table on the dining 
table to make the job a bit easier on the back. — POLLY.

The wild-onion-type Death 
Camas has the synonym of 
Crow Poison, and for good 
reason. 
Stay 
away 
from 
brownish onion-like plants. 
Bark, leaves and seeds of the 
black 
locust 
have 
a 
phytotoxin called robitin. It 
can 
cause 
numbness, 
diarrhea and weak pulse. 


Berries of the deadly 
nightshade have several 
types 
of 
alkaloids 
which 
cause fever, rapid heartbeat 
and other unpleasant effects. 
E ld e rb e r ry , 
foxglove, 
Jim son 
weed 
and 
wild 
larkspur and sweet pea all 


have toxons that may cause 


serious trouble if ingested. 
Larkspur seeds have caused 
death 


Rhubarb stalks are edible, 
but the leaves have oxalic 
acid in them. This chemical 
in 
the 
human 
system 
requires immediate medical 


attention. 
“ If you want something.” 
Long says, “ that tastes like 
wild hickory nuts, leave wild 
seeds alone and get hickory 
nuts.” 
Or maybe get a box of one 
of well-known 
breakfast 
cereals.
